Oatoaol  UoMmiUn  described  the

"At  the  present  time,  the  main 
interest  in  tbe  Anttle  Is  In  lt«  p-ul- 
tlon  as  the  paastt>le  future  highway 
of  tnterhemlsphere  air  trafBc.  The 
shortest  way  between  Great  Brluin 
and  the  Wtetem  part  of  Canada  is 
aoroes  thaoe  northc\i  tatttudaa,  and

OWNER  SUSTAINS  BURNS 


Starting  from  a  backfire.  Major 
W.  Garrard's  thirty-three-foot  cabin 
cruiser  Tanawha,  one  of  the  most 
popular  unlLi  In  the  fleet  of  the 
Royal  Vtetorla  Yacht  Club,  bunt 
Into  ftanug  off  aeuth  Pmdor  ttlBOd 
early  on  Enndnr  BltBraooob  and  was 
reduced  to  Bttlo  more  lhan  the  ked 
and  tome  scrape  of  bM  VbMl  bad 
been  her  engine,  and  which  now  lie 
In  a  fathom  and  a  half  of  water 

The  power  cruisers  of  the  club  had 
raced  to  Eedwell  Harbor  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  had  Just  gtartod  on 
the  cruise  home.  Tanawha  got  up 
ber  anchor  ai  'i  os  p.m..  and  left 
not  many  ii-  ;  ahead  of  Vlce- 
Cnmrnntlore  Pred  Kobertaon'i  lol*. 

At!<>t  proceeding  for  ten  minutes, 
MH)'>r  n'^rtson  suddenly  noticed 
f:nii.!t:f'  iomlrg  from  the  Tanawha. 
He  knew  that  Major  Oarrard  was 
alono  on  board,  and  Immediately  In- 
creasod  tpe^d  until  he  was  within  a 
few  feel,  of  the  lU-fated  yacht.  Ma- 
jor oarrard  then  was  aeen  to  rush 
from  tba  after  oabin  and  oIobb  bH 
batchea.
